One of the 
children was stunned by the stroka, 
the other escaping in safety. Dr. D. 
B. Anderson, who happened to be 
at the time, was called in.

hope of revival. Coroner Rudolph 
Davis was summoned and conducted 
an investigation, a formal inquest 
being deemed unnecessary. About 
eighteen years ago Mf. Rogers* first 
wife "was burned to death when their 
home in Nicholas county was burn- 
ed. Mrs. Rogers is survived by her 
husband, J. Wm. Rogers, three sons, 
Edward, Charles and David Rogers, 
four daughters, Lamonta, Ida, Min- 
nie and Christine, all of whom reside 
at home; also by three sisters, Bes- 
sie Walton, Mrs. Clara Hawkins, cf 
Mayslick. Mrs. Matilda North, of 
North Carolina, and two brothers, 
Marshall and Homer Walton, both 
of Mayslick. 

The funeral was held yesterday af- 
ternoon at four o'clock, with ser- 
vices conducted at the home by Rev. 
P. F. Adam?, of Millersburg. The 
body was taken to Carlisle, for in- 
terment in the Carlisle Cemetery, 
where short services 
ducted at the grave.

An enthusiastic meeting of the 
Bourbon county branch of the Bur- 
ley Tobacco Co-operative Association 
was held at the court house in this 
city, Wednesday night, with a large 
attendance of representative tobacco 
growers. The meeting was called 
and presided over by Sam Clay, 
president of the local organization, 
who stated the objects of the meet- 
ing as called. 

Short talks along the lines of the 
Burley tobacco co-operative mar- 
keting plan, as inaugurated by the 
Sapiro organization, of California, 
were made by different speakers. At 
the close of the addresses the senti- 
ment of the members present was 
taken, it being unanimously in fa- 
vor of the plan, which all agreed 
was one best calculated to further 
the interests of the tobacco growers 
and handlers of the Bluegrass.. 

It was decided to inaugurate a 
membership campaign, for the pur- 
pose of strengthening the local or- 
ganization, to be prosecuted on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday, July 20 and 
21. Chairmen for each precinct ir. 
the county were appointed, each 
chairman to select a committee com- 
posed of live wires from his pre- 
cinct to assist in soliciting members 
for the organization, and to secure 

pledges to the Sapiro plan of mar- 'eased r rom custoa y 
keting their tobacco. These

mittees will endeavor to see person- 
ally everyone in his vicinity who 
can possibly be interested in the 
plan to make him a member of the 
local organization. 

The Sapiro plan of tobacco mar- 
keting has received the hearty en- 
dorsement of every banker in Paris 
and in the county, and this shouM 
carry added weight in the solicita- 
tion for new members. The chair- 
men of the committees hope every 
farmer and tobacco man will bo 
ready when the solicitors come to 
see them, and to bring contract? 
signed. They want to see old Bour- 
bon county placed in the forefront 
of this movement, as she has been 
in all others pertaining to the wel- 
fare of the county. This is a mat- 
ter that vitally concerns the future 
of one of the county's most lucra- 
tive industries and should meet with 
the hearty approval of everyone in- 
terested. 

A meeting will be held at Millers- 
burg on next Tuesday afternoon, 
July 19, at four o'clock, in the in- 
terest of the membership campaigi. 
James C. Stone, of Louisville, a 
prominent member of the State orga- 
nization, and a speaker of decided 
ability, will be present and deliver 
an address in the interest of the 
movement, which will be one of the 
greatest interest to tlrem.

prohibition enforcement act, Sheriff 
Will G. McClintock and Deputy 
Sheriff James Gibson, on Wednesday 
night, visited the rooms of Wilson 
Wilder, former L. & N. railroad man, 
on the second floor of the R. P.

The re-sale of tobacco bought by 
speculators on the breaks last win- 
ter for the price* materially higher 
than that for which it was origin- 
ally purchased, together with 
the fact that there is an in- 
creasing demand for tobacco at 
steadily advancing prices furnish an 
unanswerable argument in favor of 
the organization of the Burley To- 
bacco Marketing Association. 

Under the present system growers 
of tobacco are charged a commission 
for selling. The Wners of the ware- 
houses thought there was no limit to 
their profits and engaged in keen 
competition to secure additional 
space. There is twice as much ware- 
house space as there is any need for 
under any reasonable system of mar- 
keting. The surplus, if the present 
system is continued, will be paid for 
again and again by the tobacco 
growers. Yet 'the growers never ob- 
tain any interest therein for the 
commission they pay. 

The surplous millions of dollars in- 
vested in warehouses in the BIuj- 
grass are but one illustration of the 
waste of the present system. There 
are other illustrations just as glaring 
to which we shall call attention here- 
after.

COLVIN F AVORS THE AME NDMENTS 

State Superintendent of Public Instruction Gives Reasons 
for Changes Asked In School Laws 



Kentucky is perilously close to the 
^nd of the line of states in the educa- 
tion of her children. She is only three 
places from the end of that long line. 
This bare statement of a very dis- 
lirreoable fact should force every red- 
jlooded man and woman in the state 
to resolve that a change mnst be 
made in the near future for the child- 
hood of the state. 

The following statement, which was 
^iven your reporter when he visited 
Frankfort lately, is what the Hon. 
(ireorge Colvin, the present State Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction, 
thinks of the school situation in Ken- 
tucky at this writing. Every man and 



the people. In education Kentucky" 
ranks forty-fifth among the states. 
Until recently the attendance in our 
public schools was 37 per cent Our 
teachers are not only the most poorly 
paid but they are the most poorly pre- 
pared of any state in the Union with 
the possible exception of two. It is 
not because Kentucky children cannot 
be taught; it is not because Kentucky 
teachers lack capacity to learn or de- 
votion to teach ; it is simply because 
children and teachers alike have not 
been given a chance. No man who 
loves Kentucky, who loves Kentucky's 
childhood can be satisfied with Ken- 
tucky's condition educationally. Noth- 
ing has contributed to this condition 
more largely than lack .of competent, 

I conscientious, continued, educational 

' leadership. 




woman in Kentucky should read it 
mosi carefully and then act definitely 
when voting on the two amendments 
to the Constitution at the November 

election : 

"Education in Kentucky in the past 
has suffered more from lack of a 
definite policy and a continued pro- 
gram than from any other single 
cause. Every four years administra- 
tion of our schools is changed. Under 
the law no State Superintendent can 
succeed himself. Our school laws are 
a sort of legislative crazy quilt Bach 
succeeding Superintendent adds a 
patch or two that may or may not 
harmonize with the whole. No busi- 
ness can succeed if its policies are 
changed every four years. The ad- 
ministration of schools is the State's 
biggest business. In no department of 
government is a permanent program 
more necessary than in the adminis- 
tration of schools. Kentucky will not 
have better schools until she has bet- 
ter administration of her schools. 
Kentucky will not have better admin- 
istration of her schools so long as she 
has politically elected Superintendents 
serving only four years. 



"Both political parties in Kentucky 
have proposed through a plank in 
their platforms to take the ottice of 
State Superintendent out of politics 
and to place it upon a professional 
basis and to make it possible for a 
Superintendent to succeed himself. 
The administration of our schools 
ought not to be a political issue. The 
rights of our children do not admit 
of any division of opinion. Demo- 
crats and Republicans alike believe 
that the Kentucky child should be given 
a school system worthy of that child. 
The two political parties do not dif- 
fer in their attitude toward schools 
any more than they differ in their at- 
titude toward the Ten Command- 
ments. The adoption of the proposed 
Constitutional Amendment will unite 
the two parties in practice even as 
they are now united in principle in 
their support of schools. The adop- 
tion of the amendment will give the 
Legislature the power to fix the term 
of the Superintendent; will give the 
Legislature the power to prescribe 
the manner of his election; will give 
the Legislature the power to place the 
office upon a professional rather than 
on a political basis. The State Super- 
intendent is the only school adminis- 
trator in Kentucky that is now po- 
litically elected. The President of 
the University is appointed by a com 
petent board because of professional 
fitness alone. The Presidents of the 
two Normal Schools are appointed in 
the same way. The superintendents 
of our city schools are appointed by 
boards because of demonstrated fit- 
ness not because of political affilia- 
tion. County superintendents are ap-

System a Growth. 

"A school system is a growth and 
not an enactment. It cannot be 
created overnight. It must conform 
to the genius of the people of the 
state. It must meet the needs of the 
people of the state. Kentucky cannot 
borrow from any state a school sys- 
tem that will entirely meet her needs. 
She must develop her own system. It 
will need Kentucky's best leadership 
to develop this system. This leader- 
ship cannot be had under the present 
method of selecting State Superin- 
tendents. 

"Those who tell us that Kentucky 
has not suffered from politically elect- 
ed Superintendents are either misin- 
formed or are deliberately misleading 



Is Not a Political Issue. 

•There is no opposition to the 
amendment anywhere. It has been 
unanimously endorsed by the Ken- 
tucky Educational Association. The 
Kentucky Educational Survey Com 
mission insists that we cannot hope 
for any great improvement in our 
schools until this amendment has been 
adopted. The Federated YVomans' 
Olubs of Kentucky have endorsed it 
Rotary Clubs and Boards of Trade 
and Chambers of Commerce through- 
out the state have endorsed it Both 
political parties have endorsed it The 
Legislature that proposed it did so by 
the votes of the members of both par 
ties. It is not a political issue. It 
is not proposed in the interest of this 
party or that party; it is proposed 
solely in the interest of the Kentucky 
child. For the sake of the Kentucky 
child, the Kentucky voters should 
make the vote in favor of the amend- 
ment so overwhelming that no man 
could any longer be in doubt about 
Kentucky's determination to have a 
school system equal to any in the na- 
tion."

BOURBON FARM C ONDITIONS 

The continued drouth has been 
working havoc with the crops on 
farms, and only a long period of 
rain can save them from the evil 
effects of the dry weather. The 
past week of dry weather and 
scorching heat has caused the pas- 
tures and fields to dry up. The 
drouth is showing on the tobacco 
fields that seem to be able to stand 
the dry weather about as well as 
anything that grows. 

The intense heat has caused the 
firing of many crops, although 
taken as a whole the tobacco 
and corn are in good con- 
dition. There is still time 
for the crops to be saved by a long 
period of rain, but the tobacco and 
corn are beginning to be stunred. 
Most of the wheat crops in the coun- 
ty has been threshed, and the yield 
is very disappointing, amounting to 
about one-fifth of the usual crop. 
Oats are very short and the heads 
are light. Harvesting of the crop 
is now in progress. Many fields are 
so short that the grain must be cut 
with a scythe or a mower.
